Field, in. the North-West Ward area 


Tn new Cathedral School at Griffin's 


of Cork City, whose foundation stone 
was laid by the Most Rev. Dr. Cohalan, 
Bishop of Cork, last Monday, is one element 


of a large-scale plan of slum clearance and re- 


fhousing that has been taken in hand by 


the Cork Corporation. 

At present 254 houses are in course of con- 
struction, and contracts have been made for 
100 more. The Corporation's entire scheme 
involves the erection of about 700 new houses, 
some of three rooms, to be let at a weekly 
rent of 5s., and others four-roomed, to be 
available at a somewhat higher rent. 


These 700 houses are intended to replace | 


some 600 slum dwellings, spread over an 
area that extends almost from St. Mary’s 
Cathedral to the summit of Fairhill. The 
work has begun on the higher slopes of the 
hill, and will proceed downwards, the slum 
areas being demolished accordingly as fresh 
dwellings for their tenants are provided 
higher up. When it is finished, Cork wil! 
have lost the dubious distinction of pos- 
sessing a slum quarter whose character is 
certainly unryue iu Ireland, if not in Europe. 


SLUM ON HILLSIDE. 


The distinctiveness of the colony lies in 
situation, winch is almost as realy 
ical as horizontal. The slum stretches up 

's Of a steep hill, and frown ts highest 
extremity presents a picture of lnddldd rvof- 
tops of almost every conceivable shape, 
cvlour and texture, resembling one another 
merely in their common dilapidation. 

All the heises are small; there is nothing 
on the lines of a Dublin tenement. Only the 
height of the cclony above _ sea-level. 
which allows the clean wind to get 
at it now and then—and, ineidentaliv. 
permits the residents such a view of the 
city of Cork as few towns can offer even 
their wealthiest citizens—saves* it from being 
& forcing-bed of disease. 2 


PICTURESQUE 


_ The alleys, dignified by the name of 
* streets,’ which penetrate it are in most 
places not more than six or seven feet wide. 
although here and there they break out into 
miniature ' squares ” of twenty or thirty feet 
wide. Such picturesqueness as exists in 
squalor is here in abundance. The odours 
are almost Neapolitan. Viewed from wind. 
ward and a safe distance, the district has its 
‘charms, but if you climb ‘through it on a 
windless day you will encounter a con- 
glomerate of smells that the Liffey or the Lee 
could not hope to equal at their lowest ebb. 
Bad as the alleys are, the hduses themselves 
are generally worse. 

How the translated residents will take to 
their new quarters remains to be seen. The 
children—who, in spite of all their handicaps 
of environment, look surprisingly healthy and 
tough—live a boisterous life in and out of the 
Jow doors, over the roofs and up and down 
the alleys. It is a question whether wood 
and concrete will eth up to such treatment. 
The necessity of the new houses, however, is

TEMPERANCE EDUCATION - 
BOARD (IRELAND).

The fifteenth annual meeting of the Tem- 
perance Education Board (Ireland) was held 
in the offices, 20 Lombard street, Belfast, on 
Tuesday, 26th inst. The Rev. A.D. Mitchell, 
3.A., presided over a good attendance of 
members. 

In the annual report, which was presented 
by the Secretary, Miss A. C. Gilchrist, it 
was stated that all the operations of the 
Board had been maintained at full efficiency 
during the year. Almost 6,500 children had 
entered for the examination held in April 
from 152 centres distributed all over Ireland. 
Lhe outstanding feature of the examination 
this vear was the excellence of the answering 
an the various standards, the quality of 
which can be judged when it is mentioned 
that an extra silver medal had to be given 
in Standard VI, and an additional guinea 
added to the special prize awarded for the 
best set of answers submitted at the ex- 
amination. Competition for the gold and 
silver medals and the challenge honour scrolls 
presented by the Board was very keen, and 
in addition to these special] prizes over 1,000 
books and almost 5,000 certificates were 
awarded. During the year the Board’s lec- 
turers visited 564 schools and addressed a 
total of 32,898 pupils and teachers. 

The statement of accounts was presented 
by Mr. Fred T. Eason’ (Dublin). “The. 
Chairman spoke to the report and statement 
of accounts and moved their adoption. . This 
was seconded by Mr. Alford Dornan, and 
both were unanimously adopted.

Timothy Healy: Memories 
Sir Dunbar P ‘Barton. 
Pross, 3/6 net. 

Ns - origin of this little book is to be 

found in a series of articles which 
Sir Dunbar Plunkett Barton contributed 
to the Irish Times shortly after the death 
of his friend and colleague, the late 
“Tim” Healy. These two were on 
different and opposing sides in Irish public 
life; but, as ‘Sir Dunbar says, ‘‘ there 
were many points of contact between 
them.” They were both members of the 
Irish Bar in its great days, and of the 
House of Commons during stormy times ; 
they were both Benchers of the King’s Inn 
of Dublin and of Gray’s Inn of London, 
and ‘‘ comrades in the social side of the 
legal profession.” “The author saw a 
great deal of Timothy Healy, knew him 
well, and liked him much. It is with 
sincere respect and affection that he dedi- 
cates these pages to the memory of a 
departed friend.” Many will thank Sir 
Dunbar Barton for the tribute of this 
excellent little volume. 

Having dealt with Healy's early life and 
entry into politics, and noting how 
Parnell’s part in his advancement has 
been rather exaggerated, Sir Dunbar 
Barton then shows how Parnell came to 
value him as “ the only political head ” 
among the Nationalists in Parliament. 
“A gamin, but a gamin of genius,” as 
Sir Dunbar quotes, Healy could be as 
kindly as he was bitingly cruel in debate, 
and many of his opponents had at some 
time to acknowledge his kindliness. He 
had his great days in Parliament, bril- 
liantly constructive as well as critically 
destructive, and delighted to stalk the 
great ones of his time. Chamberlain was 
one of his victims, because he regarded 
‘‘ Joe’’ as a deserter from Home Rule, 
On one occasion Chamberlain, noting the 
absence of Parnell from the House, said, 
“When the cat’s away, the mice can 
play.” ‘‘ And what about the rats?’’ re- 
torted Healy with ready sarcasm. 

But, if he had his great days in the 
House of Commons, it was at the Irish 
Bar that his greatest days were spent. 
His reputation as an advocate has not 
yet been eclipsed in Ireland, and 
the memory of his witty retorts will 
linger for generations. Sir Plunkett 
Barton recalls many of those witty en- 
counters ; but none of them is more tell- 
ing than the famous retort to the late 
Lord Glenayy on a famous -occasion. 
‘‘ Campbell used to banter Healy,’’ says 
the author, ‘‘ when he gave way to Celtic 
pathos and nationalism, and Healy used 
to retaliate by twitting Campbell for ex- 
cessive flintiness of heart. One of their

forensic duels has become famous. I 
shall tell it as it was told to me. (Jn one 
occasion Campbell was so carried away by 
the wrongs of a client as to astonish 
everybody in court by shedding tears. 
Healy, in addressing the jury, declared 
that he was glad to have lived to see 
such a phenomenon. ‘It was,’ he added, 
‘the most miraculous flow of water since 
Moses struck the rock.” It may be 
added that a similar remark is to be 
found in a description by Balzac at a 
much earlier date. 

How a case dissolved in laughter is re- 
lated of a lady who brought an action for 
breach of promise, She appeared in court 
with “her features swathed in yards and 
yards of muslin, which she wore in a veil 
attached to a large picture-hat. In her 
examination-in-chief her sobbing voice 
covld be faintly heard from behind these 
gauzy clouds. ‘Madam,’ said Healy, 
‘will you remove the yashmak?’ ‘I do 
not understand you, sir,’ she said. ‘ Will 
you discocoon yourself, madam?’ said 
he.” The case gradually died away in 
laughter, With his friend, Judge 
Richard Adams, Healy had many lively 
encounters, but on one occasion the en- 
counter was more than friendly, ‘‘ The 
Court will adjourn for lunch,’’ announced 
Adams. As he rose he put his hand in 
his pocket, obviously in search of money. 
Then he was heard to address Healy: 
“ Mr. Healy, could you be so kind as to 
lend the Court a bob?” 

This tribute of a colleague and a friend 
will be found excellent value for the 
three shillings and sixpence which it 
eosts. There is a vivid portrait of a 
notable man, as well as an entertaining 
account of his more important public work. 
Until an official biography appears, Sir 
Dunbar Plunkett Barton’s little book will 
be counted as authoritative.

England and Sir Horace Plunkett. 
Metoalf, London: Howe. 5/- net, 

OME time in the future there is certain 

to be a critical biography and 
analysis of Sir Horace Plunkett and his 
work for the farmers of Ireland and Great 
Britain, but, until such a book is avail- 
able, this little work by Mr. Rupert 
Metcalf will assist in keeping that great: 
work before the public. It is nowadays 
more than ever necessary to keep Sir 
Horace’s slogan, ‘‘ Better Farming, Better 
Business, Better gedir continuously 
hefore the eyes of a world-economy that is 
changing rapidly. Sir Horace believed 
passionately in the function of the farmer 
in the community, and in the development 
of the farmer as a citizen as well as a 
drudge. In this book Mr. Metcalf recon- 
ciles the teaching of Plunkett with the new 
tendencies in town and country. 

According to Mr. Metcalf’s faith, the 
development of British industry on its 
nineteenth century basis has reached its 
end, and in consequence a new outlook is 
demanded from the community as well as 
from the farmer ; but it is not at all certain 
that he appreciates fully the implications 
of Sir Horace’s teaching. It is not clear, 
for example, how mass-production in agri- 
culture can be reconciled with Plunkett's 
ideal of voluntary co-operation. Even in 
Ireland itself the voluntary principle has 
been largely abandoned, and a State-aided 
and directed system has been adopted 
instead. In face of this experience, as 
also in face of Plunkett's own practice, 
the ideal of service by farmers ta the com- 
munity would seem more remote than 
Utopia itself, 

Nevertheless, this little book will he 
found extremely valuable by all who 
treasure the memory of a great pioneer, 
and will be found stimulating to all who 
believe in the co-operative ideal for agri- 
cultural organisation,

ITY ‘ Vanessa ” Mr. Hugh Walpole 
brings his gigantic history of the 
Herries family to a close, and the reader 
is left lost in admiration of the 
tremendous achievement. In the four 
volumes two centuries of English family 
and social life have been depicted in a way 
that will make the art of the historian 
look weak and unimportant, because cf 
the vitality and the knowledge brought by 
Mr. Walpole to the work. It would scem 
‘as if no small cranny of English life 
during two hundred years is unknown to 
Mr. Walpole, and he carries his knowledge 
so jauntily that there is never any parade 
of its profundity. 

Vanessa herself was born in 1859, and 
died in 1912 at the age of 53. She lived 
through the great days of Victorian pro- 

ress and prosperity, and died only on 
the very eve of the crash. If she was some- 
thing of a biological “ freak,’ she still 
lived to see that “ the Herries were every- 
where. Into every corner of London life 
they drove their strong determined wedge 
of common-sense. . . . No member of the 
family ever boasted or wondered or 
explained. They simply went everywhere, 
into the Beaminister house in Portland 
place, into the theatres and restaurants, 
into the churches and lecture halls, into 


the Kensington drawing-rooms, into the- 


city, into the slums and did their good 
work. No Herries was at the top of any- 
thing. No Herries (with the exception cf 
Ellis) accumulated great wealth, cared for 
property, dominated politics or the arts, 
or the Church or the Army. They simply 
were everywhere, and influenced every- 
thing.” Where they go goes the reader 
also, with Mr. Walpole as the guide who 
knows them all with an intimacy always 
denied in real life. 

This ‘‘ Herries Saga,’’ as it must be 
entitled, is a magnificent work; a bit 
heavy, perhaps, and not frolicsome any- 
where: and “ Vanessa ’’ is surely the most 
interesting and the most moving of the 
four volumes. Sometime the whole 
chronicle will have to be re-read, but in 
the meantime the author may be very 
heartily congratulated upon a great 
achievement,

Anolent Greek Literature, By C. M. Bowra. 

2/6 net, 
Ts student who requires a short, 

accurate and up-to-date synopsis of 
ancient’ Greek literature should be well 
satisfied with this book. Mr. Bowra has 
capably adapted his unlimited material to 
the severe limitations of this class of book 
and presents a well-balanced history of 
some fifteen hundred years in two hundred 
and fifty pages. His introduction and 
conclusion are especially valuable. He 
has omitted little. Yet one page seems 
short shrift for all comedy after Aristo- 
phanes, and perhaps Theophrastus and 
Herodas deserved mention. In praise of 
Plato, ‘‘who built to his (Socrates’) 
memory the first coherent metaphysic 
made by man,’’ the author scarcely does 
justice to pre-Socratic philosophy. Some 
of the titles in the bibliography are. in- 
correct; and many readers would have 
been grateful if such perilous quantities 
as those in Hyperides and Deioces and 
the like had been marked. These, how- 
ever, are small matters, and the book is 
an excellent one of its kind.

66 RMINIUS ” is a pseudonymous 
German expert, who gives his 
views with refreshing frankness on the 
men who wore entrusted with the conduct 
of the War. His gallery contains seven- 
teen portraits, ranging from Moltke the 
“ sick man,” to Enver the “ visionary.”’ 
In between come Falkenhayn, the man 
‘of half-measures,’’ Hindenburg and 
Ludendorff, the ‘‘ titanic pair,” Joffre 
the ‘‘ morose,’ Pétain the ‘‘ versatile,”’ 
Foch the ‘‘ inflexible,’’ Conrad the 
‘‘eagle,’’ Boroevic the “man in the 
aimh Arz the ‘‘ charming adjutant,”' 
Grand Duke Nicholas the ‘‘ weak despot,’’ 
Alexejev the ‘‘ red-tape general,’’ Wilson 
“the diplomat,” aig “ the bull,” 
Cadorna the “ theorist,’’ Diaz the 
‘‘ cautious,’’ and Pershing the ‘‘ man of 
iron,” 
Every one of these men is depicted with 
a touch that extenuates nothing. The 
great figures of the War, whose names 
were household words in five continents, 
are shown to have been men with great 
failings as well as great qualities. They 
all made blunders. Many of them, ‘n- 
deed, kept on blundering until the bitter 
end, and some sacrificed the lives of their 
men with a brutal callousness. 
The author, for some strange reason,

FRITZ VON HOLSTEIN.

Hie Excellency the Spectre. By Joachim von 
Kiirenberg. London: Constable. 38/6 net. 
ie nearly fifty years Fritz von Holstein 

was the bogy-man of Germany's 
foreign politics, Every Machiavellian 
plot in Europe was ascribed to him. He 
was reputed to sit in his ill-furnished office 
in the Wilhelmstrasse, day after day, 
night after night, rarely resting, never 
ceasing to intrigue, spinning his noxious 
webs like some evil spider in order to 
ensnare the guileless flies of Europe’s other 
Chancelleries. There was some truth in 
this popular conception of Herr Geheimrat 
Friedrich von Holstein, who, from 
Bismarck to Bilow, was the real power 
behind Germany s foreign policy. He was 
Sprung from 
the Junker class, he was a typical official 
of the old Prussian stock, absolutely in- 
corruptible, single-minded in his pursuit 
of what he considered to be his duty, 
thorough in all his doings, and ruthlessly 
efficient in everything that he undertook, 
Die grave Eminenz—l’Eminence grise— 
His Excellency the Spectre, as he is termed 
by the translator, Holstein, although in 
some ways without personal ambition, 
obtained supreme control of foreign policy 
in Uermany. On eleven occasions he 
tendered his resignation rather than 
submit to interference with his plans, Ten 
times it was refused, simply because no 
Chancellor could do without him; the 
eleventh time, greatly to his surprise, and 
largely through an accident, it was 
accepted; and Holstein removed his few 
belongings from the Foreign Office—in- 
cluding the famous iron safe which con- 
tained many of the strangest secrets of 
those strangs times—to devote himself 
with Maximilian Harden to the embittered 
attack on the Kaiser and his immediate 
entourage, 
Kulenberg trial a few years before the 
War, and almost brought the Hohenzollern 
Dynasty to the ground. 


The present work is hardly a biography. 
It presents Holstein as the central figure 
of seventy episodes, epitomising the 
history of Germany from the time 
of the Franco-Prussian War until the 
Geheimrat’s death in 1909. Holstein 
becume, invaluable to Bismarck, because 
as a.young man the Iron Chancellor 
sent him to Paris to spy on 
von Arnim, whom he ultimately broke 
and drove to suicide. He almost wor- 
shipped Bismarck—until the Kaiser turned 
n Áranao) the great Chancellor. Then 

alstein joined the pack against his 
former friend and benefactor, and was 
largely responsible for the appointment 
of Caprivi as his successor. 
hated him; but he could not get rid of 
him. “My Holstein is too useful,” said 
the Kaiser, whom, incidentally, Holstein 
consistently refused to meet until an 
occasion arose when he could not avoid 
lunching with his all highest master. His 
excuse invariably wag that he had no 
dress clothes. In fact, he never possessed 
any; but on this occasion—the only time 
when he ever met Wilhelm—he turned up 
in a dingy frock coat, and, when he tried 
to draw the Kaiser into a political con- 
versation after lunch, His Maiesty calmly 
turned the conversation to duck-shooting., 
Thereafter Holstein never really forgave 
the snub, and pursued the unhappy Eulen- 
berg—the Kaiser’s beloved “ Phili ’’—with 
a ferocious bitterness, although Eulenberg 
had been one of his own closest friends for 
years, and he had taken advantage of 
“ Phili’s’’ powerful influence over the 
Kaiser to promote his pet schemes on r 2ny 
occasions. | : 


Herr von Kirenberg gives us a vivid 
series of pictures of this curious per- 
sonality. His style has the effect almost 
of a cinematograph, and, although 
naturally the format of the book does not 
conduce to historical accuracy, and the 
stories cannot be taken au pied de la 
lettre, the reader is left with a deep 
impression of the Geheimrat’s character. 
One can see him holding himself aloof 
from all publicty, yet shaping the destinies 
of the Empire; always behind the scenes, 
never obtrusive, yet never allowing a single 
thread to slip from his grasp. His life 
was spent almost entirely at work.

a lodging-house.

It 
reads :—' The Widows’ House, St. Mark’s 
Parish. Erected by the late John Barrett, 
Vice-Provost, ‘Trin. Coll., Dublin, 


1827.'' 

jn alms houses, such as this, the poor of 
each parish were cared for during the past 
century, but during the past few decades most 
of them have fallen into disuse following the 
introduction of the Poor Law and Old Age 
Pensions Acts. For the most part, widows 
occupied the houses, provided either through 
the generosity of some rich patron of the 
parish or by a public subscription among the 
parishioners, in some districts, however, 
when separate cottages were available, aged 
couples were housed and a small allowance 
There are 
some parishes, particularly in England, where 
this practice still exists, and within seven 
miles of Central London a group of alms 
houses—once a lepers’ hospital—was occupied 
up to a year or two ago, when the old 
cottages were pulled down and a block of 
modern flats was built in the churchyard for 
the residents of the alms houses. 


MONUMENT TO TRINITY 


MAN, 


About ten years ago the last widow left 
the St. Mark’s Widows’ House, and at that 
time it was let to its present tenant, but it 
still remains in the shadow of the chureh— 
a monument to Dr, ‘“Jacky’’ Barrett, one 
of the most famous Vice-Provosts of Trinity 
College. 

Radged beggars also existed in the Parish 
of St. Mark in the past, as in other Dublin 


parishes. and each wore his bronze medal as. 


he went about the streets. One of these 
badges, with figures apparently depicting the 
parable of the Good Samaritan, is in the 
National Museum, Dublin, at the present 
time. 

Widows’ houses still exist in several other 


parts in Dublin; there is a little colony in 


the precincts of St. Luke's Church and, 
among others, in the parishes of St, Paul, 
St. Mary and St. Catherine.

ROYAL AIR FORCE 
CHANGES. 


A REORGANISATION. 


By Our Arr CoRRESPONDENT. 


Changes in the headquarters commands of 
units of the Royal Air Forcé stationed in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland take 
effect on Sunday next. The new commands 
will be—Central Area, R.A.F.; Western 
Area, R.A.F., and No. 1 Air Defence Group. 

The flying units of the Royal Air Force 
stationed at Aldergrove Aerodrome, County 
Antrim, will be transferred from what was 
formerly the Wessex Bombing Area to the 
new Western Area. | 

In common with the other cadre squadrons 
of the Roval Air Force, No. 502 (Ulster) 
Bombing Squadron will be transferred from 
the No. 1 Air Defence Group to the Western 
Area as soon as the Air Officer Commanding 
Air Defence of Great Britain considers that 
the organisation of the new commands is 
ready to assume control. 

In this reorgpnisation the principal aim has 
been the concentration of all regular fighting 
units in the No. 1 Air Defence Group, leav- 
ing the auxiliary and cadre squadrons to the 
charge of the Central and Western Areas. 

I understand that the majority of the fight- 
ing aircraft, formerly under the Home 
Defence Group, will in future be stationed at 
coastal aerodromes, 


AIR MAILS IN INDIA. 


AN UNEXPECTED 
GROWTH. 


——— a 


Since the inauguration of Indian Trans- 
continental Airways this summer and the in- 
troduction in India of a flat air mail rate from 
all parts of the country there has been a 
remarkable response-to the facilities offered 
by the various air mail services. 

An average of over 400lb. of mail each way 
is now being carried weekly between Calcutta 
and Karachi (states Reuter from Simla). It 
is expected that with the extension of the 
service to Rangoon—as from September 23— 
and to Singapore (by the end of the year) 
the average will increase to well over lb, 
This figure is particularly gratifying, as it 
was originally estimated that it would take 
at least three years to work up to the 500Ib, 
average, 

The inauguration of Indian Transcontinen- 
tal Airways has also reacted extremely favour- 
ably on the weight of mail carried by Imperial 
Airways between England and India. In 
January last the outward mail averaged about 
880lb., and the inward about 800lb. The 
figures are now over 1,200 and 1.150 re- 
spectively.

SERGEANT MCMANUS, 


Sergeant John McManus, Kilmainham, 
replying to Mr. Geoghegan, said that he was 
in the Garda since amalgamation. He was a 
member of the Dublin Metropolitan Police up 
to 1920. when he resiened for political reasons, 
and rejoined in 1923. On 20th September, 
acting on instructions, he went to the sale 
in Lenehan’s yard as a bidder.

The auctioneer asked what he was offered 
for the cattle. and witness bid £14. Another 
person, whom witness believed to be con- 
nected with the Press, bid nimepence as a 
jest. The cattle were knocked down to wit- 
ness, and the auctioneer asked him for his 
name, which he gave as “John Brown.” A 


number of Pressmen asked him for his name 


and address, and then the crowd made a 
rush at him. Someone made a blow of an 
ashplant at witness, and he warded it off. 

Witness tried to scale a ladder, and when 
he was half-way up was caught by the leg. 
He kicked as best he could to release him- 
self, and his clothes were badly damaged. 
When he was getting down off the ladder 
members of the uniformed service got between 
him and the crowd. While he was trying 
to fix his clothing he heard someone shout: 
““Put up the cattle again for sale, or, if not, 
where is Mr. Brown? ‘The sale is illegal.” 

To Mr. Lavery—He was at present working 
in Dublin Castle on financial work. He had 
been doing that work “ off and on ” for the 
past cight years. If the exigencies of the 
service demanded it, he had to go out m 
uniform or in plain clothes. 

Mr. Lavery—-Were you instructed to pur- 
chase the cattle on trust?—Yes. 

By whom?—Under the regulations I am 
prohibited from giving an answer. 

The President of the Court, after hearing 
Mr. Geoghegan and Mr. Lavery, told the 
witness to answer. 

Witness said that he received his instruc-

Mr. Lavery--You were to purchase the 
cattle in trust for him?—I claim privilege.

The name of 
John Brown was his own choice. 

Witness further stated that he got ‘no 
money with which to buy the cattle.

BELFAST, Friday. 


HEN the Northern Parliament re- 
sumés next Tuesday after the 
summer recess it will be engaged 
Aer A in clearing off 
egislation in preparation for a gene- 
a election. The last session of 
the present Parliament has been 
opened already, and a general election 1s 
due early next year. The question 1s 
being asked in political circles in the 
North if an election will be rushed before 
Christmas, or if the appeal to the country 
will be deferred until the spring. The 
general opinion is that the election will 
not take place until February. Unemploy- 
ment is still severe, and, although there 
has been a decrease in recent months, the 
problem is a serious one for Northern Ire- 
land. The “'step-by-step ” policy with 
Great Britain in regard to social services 
and unemployment benefit has involved a 
big strain upon Northern finances, and 
disproportionate to the taxable resources 
of the province. County Councils are call- 
ing for larger grants from the Road Fund 
for second and third-class roads, and it 
would appear as if more and more of the 
cost. of maintaming unemployed is going 
to be shiftel on to the ratepayers by the 
Government. JBelfast Corporation is 
vigorously protesting against this pro- 
eedure. Two things seem desirable—a 
new adjustment of the financial relations 
with Great Britain and a comprehensive 
investigation of the finances of the 
Northern area and a proper adjustment 
between local and State expenditure based 
upen the relative positions when the 
Northern Parliament was established. It 
is understood that the Nationalists may 
resume their seats in the Northern Parlia- 
ment on Tuesday. There will be plenty 
of scope for their activity in the interest 
of the community. 


HIGH COST OF RELIEF. 


Belfast is faced with a serious situation 
in connection with the relief schemes and 
the provision of work for portion of its 
40,000 unemployed during the coming 
winter. The Corporation had under con- 
sideration plans to expend nearly £400,000 
upon street reconstruction work and anti- 
cipated that the Government, as last year, 
would make a grant of fifty per cent. 
towards these distress relief schemes. An 
unexpected difficulty, however. has arisen, 
and the Minister of Finance has warned 
the Corporation that the 50 per cent. 
Government contribution may not be 
available, and the Corporation, if it pro- 
ceeds with the works, may have to meet 
the major portion of the cost from its 
own resources. In March last the Belfast 
rates were increased by 1s. to lls. 5d. in 
the £ solely on account. of the heavy drain 
of unemployment relief, which is paid out 
under two heads—special distress reliaf 
£6,500 weekly, and ordinary relief £15,000 
monthly, If this expenditure continues 
until the end of the financial year—and 
there is every indication that it will in- 
crease—Belfast will have to wipe out a 
deficit of £50,000 next March, or over 6d. 
in the £ on the rates. If to that sum is 
added nearly £400,000 for street improve- 
ments, or the equivalent of between 3s. 
and 4s. extra on the rates, the Corpora- 
tion would meet severe criticism from the 
ratepayers. Members of the Government 
in Great Britain have declared that 
genuine unemployed workmen should not 
be treated upon the basis of the Poor Law. 
If more money is to be made available for 
distress relief in Great Britain, then 
Northern Ireland is entitled to a propor- 
tionate amount. The whole responsibility 
for distress relief should not be thrown 
upon the Corporation. 


LINEN AND THE DOLLAR. 


As more than half of the Northern linen 
exports are to the United States the value 
of the dollar in relation to sterling is of 
considerable importance to the linen 
industry. When Britain went off the gold 
standard the depreciation of sterling gave 
the linen industry an immediate advantage 
in the American market, for the dollar 
could purchase more linen than previously. 
Now that the dollar and sterling have 
nearly reached parity this advantage has 
become less apparent; but with the 
appreciation of the franc Northern linen 
manufacturers are able to compete on 
better terms with the Continental manu- 
facturers in the American and other over- 
seas markets, so that in reality the 
Northern linen merchants have still a big 
advantage over their greatest rivals. 
Should the dollar in the United States be 
further inflated, as seems probable, and 
sterling follow this lead at a respectful 
distance. Northern linen merchants will 
gain still further over the manutacturers 
in gold standard countries like France and 
Belgium. This prospect of better business 
probably accounts for the large-scale pur 
chases of flax by Northern flax-spinners 
and merchants, who in recent weeks have 
been acquiring large quantities of foreign 
flax. The outlook for the linen industry 
in the immediate future is brighter than 
it has been for some years. 


DEMAND FOR HIGHER WAGES. 


About. two thousand men and women in 
the weaving section of the linen industry 
are preparing a demand for the restora- 
tion of the wages current before the 
“cuts,” ranging from 7 per cent, to 10 
per cent., were introduced two years ago. 
Recently. the linen manufacturers in Scot- 
land protested against the wages they had 
to pay under the Trade Board, and con-

BETTER BROADCASTING, 


Belfast has waited long for an improved 
broadcasting station. For several years it 
has been reported from time to time that 
the new station was about to be erected 
and that the site had been chosen. These 
statements have proved to be merely 
rumours. It is now asserted, with some 
authority, that arrangements have been 


made to erect a high-powered transmitter . 


some distance from Belfast, and that the 
programmes will be heard by listeners in 
every part of Northern Ireland. It has 
been proved by expericnce in other centres 
that for effective working a transmitting 
station should be some considerable 
distance from thickly-populated areas. 
The new Northern station will be about 
six times the power of the existing Belfast 
station, and will be situated sufficiently 
far from Balfast to cause little inter- 
ference with any modern receiving set 
whose owner desires to tune in to any 
alternative programme. At present, even 
with its small power, Belfast cuts cut 
several stations. 


GOOD HOLIDAY SEASON. 


The continuance of good weather until 
the end of September has been of great 
advantage to Northern holiday resorts. 
Hotels and boarding houses have had a 
longer and more profitable season than for 
many years, and it is not improbable that 
the holiday season will be extended into 
the middle of October. In Blackpool .and 
centres in Great Britain every effort is 
made by “ illumination seasons ” to ex- 
tend the holiday period, but little similar 
effort is put forward at the holiday resorts 
on this side of the Channel. Even the 
railway companies are announcing the last 
cheap day trips for the season, although, 
with good weather, these would appeal to 
many people even in the month of 
October. Long-distance railway trips have 
also become popular, as proved by the 
excursion from Belfast to Killarney, which 
had to be repeated and then run in dupli- 
eate. The railway companies might do 
more to encourage long-distance excur- 
sions, as the public are quick to respond 
to attractive offers of this kind. In view 
of the “ good year’’ which is drawing to 
a close, the hotels and boarding houses in 
the North will.be encouraged to go ahead 
with improvements in accommodation and 
service for next year. The _ holiday 
industry in the North has a bright future 
before it, if those engaged in it continue 
to show initiative and enterprise.

& The statistics of maternal mortality in- 
dicate the need for extending medical super- 
vision in maternity cases, although it is noted 
that the incidence of the dominant cause of 
death, puerperal sepsis, is declining. Existing 
hospital facilities are not used to the extent 
that they should be. In recent years there 
has been little variation in the statistics of 
infant mortality, which remains heavier in the 
urban than in the rural areas. In the Cities 
of Dublin and Cork, where considerable atten- 
tion” has been devoted to child welfare 
schemes, there has been a rapid improve- 
ment. 

The infectious diseases notified were prin- 
cipally diphtheria and scarlatina, and to a 
much smaller extent enteric and typhus. The 
country continues to be free of smallpox. 
The improvement in diphtheria mortality 1s 
almost entirely confined to urban areas, a 
striking reduction having taken place in the 
City of Cork, which is significant, in view 
of the ante-diphtheria immunisation measures 
initiated there in 1929. 

Schemes for the welfare of the blind were 
in operation in all county boroughs, except 
Limerick, and in all counties, except Cork. 

Veterinary mspectors are employed on 
milk supervision in four county boroughs and 
forty-nine urban districts, but there are still 
twelve urban districts in which they are not 
employed.

There is a legend that Saint Paul wept. 
over Vergil’s tomb, and for the Middle | 
Ages the great Mantuan was not only a 
poet, but a seer, Many a grave Churchman 
practised the Sortes Vergiliane—opening 
the poems at random and finding a special 
guidance in the first verses that met his 
eyes. The superstition lingers even now ; 
and, if any Irishman chose to contend that 
Vergil had some foreknowledge of Irish 
affairs in A.D. 1933, he could produce 
plausible arguments. For instance, we 
read, at line 147 of the First Georgic— 

J'um varia venere artes. Labor omnia vincit 

improbus, et duris urgens in rebus egestas. 
The poet is tracing the decline of human 
happiness as civilisation encroached upon 
the Saturn'an Age. Tum varie venere 
artes—then the various arts were dis- 
covered ; or (in a freer translation) then 
politicians began to be artful. Indeed, 
the artfulness of politicians dates from 
very ancient times. One of their oldest 
devices, and still one of the most popular, 
was to divert public attention from their 
own shortcomings by means of some new 
sensation. The patricians, in Rome’s early 
days, always proclaimed war on some 
neighbouring tribe when the plebeians 
became too vocal of their domestic ills. 
Vergil, his devotees may claim, foresaw 
that Mr. de Valera’s Government would 
adopt a like plan. When the National 
Guard was semi-military it was ignored ; 
now that it is merely a political organisa- 
tion, whose peaceful work in the con- 
stituencies probably will upset the 
Government, it is proscribed as a peril to 
the nation. On Thursday, too, when the 
Government was pressed painfully in 
debate, Mr. de Valera suddenly threw out 
the smoke-screen of a melodramatic charge 
(or “ statement ’’) against Mr. Mulcahy. 
Tum varie venere artes. The charge, 
although Mr. Muleahy and Lord 
Hailsham have denied it indignantly, will 
be investigated by a tribunal—an occasion 
for more excursions and alarms. Will 
the costs of this tribunal be thrust upon. 
the taxpayer even if the charge ir proved 
to be utterly frivolous? 

It may be argued that Vergil’s talk of 
‘ arts ” was too general for prophecy, but 
the rest of the passage must confound the 
sceptics— 

Labor omnia. vincit 

Improbus, et duris urgens in rebus egestas. 
‘“ Unprincipled Labour holds the reins of 


power, and poverty goads us in our

mildest of men, but he could find no less 
vehement adjective than limprobus for a 
party which so cynically has belied its 
professions and its name. During recent 
months the Free State's Labour Party 
could have saved the people.

It could 
have made honest and reasonable arrange- 
ments with the Opposition for future laws 
in the best interests of the working classes. 
Even when. the Labour Party refused to 
denounce the economic “ war,” it could 
have done much, by real pressure on the 
Government, to mitigate the 
effects. It could have prevented many of 
the tariffs which are taxing the poor s food, 
it could have insisted

The Land Bill. 


Of all the measures that have been in- 
troduced into the Free State Parliament 
by Mr. de Valera's Government, probably 
the most revolutionary and the most 
is the Land Bill of 
the completion of 


highly contentious 
1933. Its object is 
land purchase, but it will create a con- 
dition of affairs in Southern Ireland which 
will approach very closely to agricultural 
Bolshevism. The Senate passed several 
amendments to this bill, in the hope that, 
if it could not defeat the measure 
altogether, it might be able at least to 
remove some of its more objectionable 
features; but Dáil Eireann yesterday 
rejected the majority of these amendments 
without even the formality of a division. 
Under the bill no farmer will be really safe. 
Whereas formerly the landlord was the 
victim of Government policy, and received 
very little sympathy from anybody outside 
his own class, Fianna Fdil’s proposals are 
directed against the yeoman farmer. 
Nobody with a holding that is worth mor 
than £2,000 will have any security of 
tenure. Mr. Aiken said yesterday that, if 
a farmer should work his farm properly, 
give the necessary amount of employment, 
and produce an adequate crop of food- 
stuffs, he would be left in peace. Other- 
wise, his holding would be at the mercy of 
the Land Commission—or rather of the 
Fianna Fáil Party’s “lay” nominees. 
The farmer will have no say in the matter. 
Government officials will decide whether 
or not his holding is being worked 
' properly,’’ whether he is giving sufficient 
work, and is producing an adequate 
quantity of food. He will be forced to live

tion of further payments. Mr. Cosgrave 
yesterday disputed Mr. Aiken’s claim that 
the land annuities” belong to tha State. 
Actually they belong to the holders of 
Land Stock, to whom they ought to be 
paid as interest. It can be argued that, as 
the moneys have not been paid over to 
Great Britain for repayment to the stock- 
holders, they still are the property of the 
persons who. paid them to the Free 
State Land Commission; but certainly } 
the State has no moral claim to 
them. The holders of Irish Land 
Stock will not suffer anything, because 
they have the British Government's 
guarantee behind them. They will be 
paid in full by the British Treasury ; but 
the Free State Government’s failure to 
meet its obligations constitutes a 
deliberate default for which there can be 
no excuse in morality. Once the new 
Land Bill becomes an Act, Mr. de Valera 
will have burned all his boats, and the 
difficulties of a settlement with Great 
Britain will be increased tenfold. This 
bill is thoroughly bad. It will hit the 
farmer who is not prepared to learn his 
business from Government officials ; it will 
hit the taxpayer, who must finance its 
revolutionary plans; it will hit the un- 
fortunate fisherman who drags his pre- 
carious living from the estuaries of our

Dublin’s Vandals. 


We publish to-day an account of 
wanton damage to public property which 
good citizens of Dublin will read with 
a sense of shame. When the City Manager 
makes his report to the Corporation next 
Monday he will tell of pleasure-grounds 
which have been closed because the bad 
manners of their frequenters have wrecked 
them. He will supply an estimate of the 
expense to the ratepayers of broken lamps 
and railings, of forced locks, and of 
shattered windows. Saddest of all, 
perhaps, he will question the wisdom of 
further grants for trees and shrubs in a 
city where the young people delight to 
destroy every beautiful thing provided for 
their enjoyment. Unhappily, every resident 
in Dublin who keeps his eyes open knows 
that these charges are not exaggerated. 


The City Manager merely has collected 
cold facts to prove the deplorable lack of 
civic spirit which makes itself obvious at 
every turn. Other great towns may have 
their pleasure-grounds laid open to all 
who care to use them. Flower-beds may 
be left unfenced, and the detestable. pro- 
tection of barbed wire is unnecessary 
among people who prefer decency and 
beauty to sqnalor and ugliness. During 
the past decade much has been done to 
ensure that the young people of Dublin 
may pass some of their time, at least, 
in pleasant places. Must we confess that 
this pious labour has been in vain? We 
hesitate to believe it, but there can be no 
doubt that discipline, order and good 
manners are failing virtues in the Ireland 
of to-day, Education can bring them back, 
and we look particularly to the schools for 
the promotion of a better spirit.

Railway Stations. 


Travellers in Ireland can endorse wit! 
a full heart the criticisms which have been 
made by a correspondent of a London 
newspaper on the subject of waiting-rooms 
in railway stations. A small station 
supplies a grimy chamber, in which 
a narrow wooden bench runs round 
the walls in such| a way that the 
unhappy traveller must sit bolt upright 
upon the edge of the bare board. 
Frequently a fireplace is supplied, but the 
railway companies take care to protect us 
from the weak and vile contagion cf 
luxury. On the rare occasions when the 
porter has not forgotten to light the fire, 
we may look at it from afar, but we must 
not sit near it. A heavy table in the centre 
of the room is clamped to the floor. Man 
is an animal of strong passions, and the 
company knows that, if we could move that 
table, we might: drag it over towards the 
bench. In the large stations the 
benches are arranged in rows, and 
the melancholy vigilants have the air 
of an audience which attends the arrival of 
a lecturer upon a worthy, but dull, aspect 
of the social services. By contrast with 
these austerities, the mural decorations are 
lavish. The coloured posters, with their 
agreeable representations of what our 
pleasure resorts looked like a generation 
ago, frequently achieve the faded charm of 
a vanished world. Some ‘day, perhaps, a 
company filled with fussy, modern ideas 
about comfort will ‘introduce movable 
chairs with arms, and will expend a few 
shillings upon soap and water, So will 
vanish one of the last buttresses of railw ay 
conservatism.

SCHOOL HOURS, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—I have read the recent correspondence 
in your columns on the subject of school 
hours, and, in view of what medical practi- 
tioners and others have said, the time has 
arrived when definite and speedy action 
should be taken. ‘he matter has been raised 
many times before, but nothing has come of 
it. “Some advances have been made by the 
provision of meals. in some of the schools 
in poorer districts, but the period allowed for 
the meal and pla —half-an-hour—is altogether 
inadequate. Although I am a citizen of the 
Irish Free State, my werk has necessitated 
my being in Belfast for the past few months. 
I find that the children in the public 
elementary schools here (which are the 
equivalent of the Free State national schoo!s) 
are allowed a break in the middle of the day 
of one and three-quarter hours—from 12.15 to 
2.0 p.m. This allows time for a proper meal, 
rest and exercise, and, | feel sure, has had 
great beneficial effects on the physique of the 
school children of Northern Ireland. 

I have been informed that the matter of 
school hours can be arranged by the principal 
teacher in any of the Free State national 
schools, and that in one such, in Dublin, a 
few years ago the parents of the shihaves 
were circularised, asking if they would favour 
a long break in "the middle of the day. A

The criticisms of the expenditure of the 
League of Nations made at Geneva yester- 
day are likely to result in some consider- 
able economies. Members of the League 
will call for a reduction in the salaries of 
a number of the League officials, and, when 
it is considered that 700 are employed .n 
the Secretariat alone, it will be seen that 
there is ample scope for economy. _ The 
Secretary-General has a salary of £5,625 « 
year, with an entertainment ‘allowance of 
£3,000. He is provided with two deputies 
and two under-secretaries, who receiv. 
£3,750, with entertainment allowances of 
£1,500 and £600, respectively. There are 
nine directors at £2,500 a ycar, and six 
councillors at £1,750. The staff of the 
League are paid on a scale which allows 
for annual increments, and, under this 
system, 138 claim salaries which are, or 
will become, £1,750, while there are 14 at 
£1,680, 23 at £1,600 and 64 at £1,009, 
Some 143 secretary-typists start with a 
salary oí £530, rising to £700. Ali these 
salaries are free of tax, and, in addition, 
there are countless clerks, messengers 
cleaners, caretakers and others, all of whom 
are well paid. 


Trade with Russia. 


Negotiations between this country and 
Soviet Russia for a new trading agreement 
will be resumed next Monday after a delay 
of some weeks, caused by the return of the 
Russian delegates to Moscow to receive 
fresh instructions. The negotiations all 
along have been conducted very slowly, but 
an effort now will be made to secure more 
speedy progress. One great difficulty con- 
cerns the imnortation of Russian timber, 
as the Canadians contend that they cannot 
compete profitably with Russia under the 
old conditions.

A New Socialist Policy. 


The annual Conference of the Labour 
Party at Hastings next week is not likely 
to pass without much acrimonious dis- 
cussion. Already the various groups in 
the party are putting forward several 
plans for adoption as the official policy 
of the party. The groups which favour a 
gradual change to a Socialist system are 
attacked by those who desire to hasten 
matters. A demand is made also that 
the policy should include an Act to 
confer powers upon the Government for 
the control of the finances of the 
country, at times of emergency, and to 
enable it ta take other steps for the 
creation of a Socialist State. There is, 
however, a marked division of opinion 
over the wisdom of this course. 


The lane at the “ Shaftesbury.” 


The extraordinary scenes at the Shaftes- 
bury Theatre last night, when Herr 
Werner Krauss, the well-known German 
actor, appeared in a new play, ‘ Sun- 
set,’’ are generally deplored to-day. The 
demonstration 1s believed to have been 
the work of anti-Nazi  influences—al- 
though it is remarkable that they felt 
called upon to throw stink-bombs bearing 
the inscription “ Made in Germany.” The 
bombs, fortunately, failed to explode. A 
curious feature of the demonstration was 
the demand by some of the interrupters 
for “ British actors for British audi- 
ences,’ since Herr Krauss is the only 
German in a company of thirty British 
actors and actresses. Only last week 
Herr Tauber, the celebrated tenor, ap- 
peared at the Aldwych Theatre in a 
company composed wholly of foreigners, 
and not a single protest was made. Mr. 
Stanley Scott, who is presenting the play, 
made special arrangements to-day to 
prevent any further disturbances, and he 
announces that he does not intend to 
withdraw the play for any but the usual 
reasons. 


Shoe-Leather, 


Seven cities in Great Britain manufac- 
ture between them 94 per cent. of all the 
boots and shoes needed to cover the fifty 
million pairs of feet of her inhabitants. 
We buy more shoes per foot than other 
countries, and during the last six years 
there has been an increase in the num- 
ber bought by women. The average is 
now six pairs a year. Men are not far 
behind. While the greater use of motor 
cars has decreased the consumption of 
sole leather for repairs, “ hiking,’’ golf 
and other sports are responsible for a 
greater variety of footwear and a more 
varied use of the products of British tan- 
neries. Miss Ivy Thompson, an em- 
ployee of a Norwich firm, has been 
awarded the Norvie Silver Cup for the 
most original shoe of the year at the 
International Shoe and Leather Fair, 
which opens at the Royal Agricultural! 
Hall. next Monday.

A Film Library. . w 


Much satisfaction is expressed in educa- 
tional circles at the announcement that, 
the Post Office will take over the library 
of films collected by the Empire Market- 
ing Board, which contains many pictures 
of more than general interest which are’ 
unobtainable from other sources. The 
library consists of some seven hundred 
films, and is the only collection of films 
available without charge for the use of 
school teachers. One of the most interest- 
ing films describes the work carried out 
by the Post Office, and it is not surprising 
that Sir Kingsley Wood, the Postmaster- 
General, was quick to recognise its useful- 
ness to his department. It was feared 
that the library might disappear altogether 
if it were not taken over by the Govern- 
ment.

Mr., Corry made a fiery, but somewhat 
muddled, speech on the rights of man, 
during which he brought up the case of 
someone who, he said, discovered after 
many years that he owned the bed of the 
river only, the water in it belonging to 
somebody else. Mr, Corry, as usual, 
wanted all tyrants and oppressors swept 
aside, and it appears that quite a large 
proportion of citizens come under this 
heading. 


RIVER NATIONALISATION. 
Mr. Dillon pointed out that the attitude 
expressed by Mr. Corry’was exactly what 
the Government had to contend with in 
framing a bill of this kind. Such people 
regarded the rivers as others might 
possibly regard St. Paul's Cathedral— 
arguing that it was much too fine a thing 
to be left in private hands, and solving 
the question by pulling it down and dis- 
tributing the individual stones to all and 
sundry.

This concern 
employs 6,000 men, but the invaders 
managed to tear the clothing from a 
number of workers, seize the dinner buckets 
and devour the contents. 

This nondescript army of miners 
swarmed about the factory almost un- 
molested, trying to induce the steel workers 
to come out on strike.

At the same time the stoppage in tho 
soft coal industry in Pennsylvania, Vir- 
ginia, and West Virginia is virtually one 
hundred per cent. complete. The de- 
pendent industries have coal supplies for 
only a few more days.

FISHERIES AND 
GAELTACHT SERVICES. 


—T———— 


REPORT FOR 1929 
AND 1930. 


The somewhat belated report on the sea 
and inland fisheries and Gaeltacht services 
for 1929 and 1930 has now been issued by 
the Free State Department of Lands and 
Fisheries. 

It shows that thé yield on the sea 
and further 
declined in 1930, and that, as a result of 
the poor results from herring and mackere! 
fishing, the number of fishermen decreased 
from 12,762 in 1928 to 12,055 in 1930, The 
value of the herring catch, which was 
£163,498 in 1928, was only £45,072 in 1930, 
and the average value per cwt. over the 
same period declined from lls, 6d. to 8s. 
4d. With regard to inland fisheries, the 
commercial yield of salmon and trout in 
1929 was considerably below that for the 
previous year, but it improved somewhat in 
1930. 

Dealing with rural industries, the report 
says that the general policy of the Depart- 
ment was to train local workers in the 
Gaeltacht to undertake the management of 
the various manufacturing centres, and 
that in the selection of workers preference 
would be given to those from Irish-speak- 
ing homes. This reorganisation, and the 
necessity of inculcating in the workers 
greater attention to detail, operated to 
retard production in the knitting indus- 
tries. The fruits of these measures would 
not begin to make themselves felt until a 
later date. The tweeds produced were 
mainly from mill-spun yarns, efforts to 
establish the old homespuns having been 
attended with little success. |

“Do you admit yourself guilty of having 
set the Reichstag on fire?” — “ Yes,” 
muttered Van der Lubbe. 

So difficult was it to obtain clear answers 


‘from the prisoner that the President then 


tcok the unusual course of reading out the 
whole of the statement. alleged to have been 
made by Van der LLubbe.in his preliminary 
examination immediately after arrest, leaving 
1; to him to correct any inaccuracies if they 
occurred, 

During the President's reading Van der 
Lubbe, according to his usual practice, gave 
no sign of life whatever. 


THE DEPOSITION, 


Van der Lubbe’s story of the day of the 
fire, according to his deposition, was as fol- 
lows :—He first arrived at the Reichstag 
building during thé afternoon, when, accord- 
ing to nis own words, he “ looked the build- 
ing over.’ Later in the evening, about 9 
o clock, he returned. : 

I arrved at the Reichstag,” the state- 
ment cortimued, * climbed over the railings 
on the right of the west entrance drive, 
reaching one of the double windows on the 
restaurant, outside of whieh was a balcony. 
Here | took a piece of firelighter from insice 
my clothes, Ighted it am dropped it on 
the balcony. Then I broke into the 
double windows opposite me and dropped 
another piece of burning firelighter inside, 
climbing into the restaurant after it. “From 
here I went to the Jobby, where I took off mv 
overcoat, vest, shirt, waistcoat and coat, be- 
cause T wanted to use the shirt as firing 
material. I dropped the other garments, pur 
on my coat. again over my naked skin, got 
some wore firelighters and lit the shirt. 


FIRE. THEORY. 

With the burning shirt in his hand Van 
der Lubbe then appears to have wandered 
from one room of the Reichstag to another, 
setting any combustib'e article on fire. He 
seems to have had no difficulty in setting fire 
to a piece of tablecloth or a huge piece of 
wood, although he had, apparently, Ao petro! 
or other firing matérial in his possession than 
the firelighters he brought with him, 

In one room Van der Lubbe declared: that 
he found a wastepaper basket, and set that 
on fire. There also were seven or eight hand- 
towels afterwards found in this room, but :t 
was not known how they got there. 

He then went back to the lobby, where he 
tiga up his watstcoat and vest.. The latter 
ie also set on fire, and then went on to the 
far side of the Second Chamber, where, after 
firing a door near the telephone: boxes, he 
climbed in. Inside the Session Chamber he 
got on to a table and tore down he: curtains, 
which he aiso set on fire after laying them 
on the wooden floor,
